City’s Vietnamese 
community pays 
respects to victims 


‘This was a shock.’ 

Special service held 
at True Lam Temple to 
honour those killed in 
Dec. 29 rampage

Kneeling in front of a memor¬ 
ial set up to honour the eight 
victims killed in Edmonton’s 
worst-ever mass murder, 
tears fall silently down Tam 
Nguyen’s face. 

With his head bent and 
his hands pressed together 
in front of his chest, Nguyen 
quietly mourned his three- 
year-old daughter Valentina 
and 33-year-old wife Ha 
Truong Sunday, both killed 
by 53-year-old Phu Lam 
in a shooting rampage on 
Dec. 29. 

Along with his daughter 
and his wife, Nguyen’s fath¬ 
er and mother-in-law were 
among the eight victims shot 
by Lam, who later turned the 
gun on himself. 

Nguyen was joined by 
more than 150 members 
of Edmonton’s Vietnamese 
community at a special ser¬ 
vice hosted by the True Lam 
Temple Sunday to honour the 
victims. 

“This was a shock to our

Vietnamese community,” 
said Abbot Phap Hoa to the 
group Sunday morning. “We 
never expect that this thing 
to happen that has happened 
and this is a sign to remind all 
of us how to treat each other 
and how to appreciate each 
other.” 

Shrouded in the sweet per¬ 
fume of incense, the group 
circled around Nguyen, as he 
made a special tribute to the 
victims and their ancestors, 
offering bowls of vermicelli 
noodles and other food. 

“This is our Vietnamese 
tradition,” said Hoa. “To of¬ 


fer the food symbolizes our 
care and love and to pretend 
they’re here with us.” 

Hoa said Sunday’s turnout 
was almost double compared 
to a regular ceremony. 

“This shows us that we are 
thinking of each other, espe¬ 
cially when someone from 
our community falls into a 
difficult time and we will try 
to support them as best we 
can,” he added. 

Temple member Minh 
Nguyen said even though he’s 
not related to the family, it’s 
a difficult time as a member 
of the city’s Vietnamese com¬ 
munity. 

“We’re very shocked,” 
he said, adding news of the 
killing has spread through¬ 
out both the Canadian and 
American Vietnamese com¬ 
munities. 

Cat Tuong Truong said she 
attends True Lam eveiy week 
and said Sunday’s memorial 
was meant to show support 
for the families. 

“We all have young chil¬ 
dren,” she said. “We have 
three children so we under¬ 
stand how important (they) 
are.” 

A funeral is planned for 
the victims on Tuesday at 
Howard McBride Chapel, 
located at 10179-108 St. Do¬ 
nations for families and for 
funeral services are being 
collected by the True Lam 
Temple. 
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Police, court documents reveal details in mass killing 


What was it that made Phu 
Lam so angiy that he killed 
eight people? 

The Edmonton mainten¬ 
ance man had been accused 
two years ago of abusing his 
wife and lashing out when he 
realized their eight-year-old 
son wasn’t his biological off¬ 
spring. He shot them both Sun¬ 
day, along with other members 
of his wife’s family, including 
a three-year-old niece. Yet he 
spared two other children who 
had also been in the north-side 
home — his toddler daughter 


and an infant nephew. 

Lam dropped the two kids 
off at a relative’s home the 
next day, then visited with 
other family before driving 
to another house to kill one 
final target. When that person 
wasn’t home, he shot dead an 
innocent woman who hap¬ 
pened to be there. 

Police revealed the details 
Friday and said they are still 
working to piece together 
the complex case and explain 
what turned 53-year-old Lam 
into a cold-blooded killer. All 


they can say for now is that it 
involved domestic troubles. 

Acting deputy police chief 
Mark Neufeld told reporters 
Friday that autopsies con¬ 
firmed that all seven people in 
the family home had been shot 
to death, probably between 
3:45 a.m. and 8 a.m. Sunday 

The other victims in the 
house were: Truong’s father, 
Van Dang Truong, 55; her 
mother, Thi Dau Le , 55; friend 
Viet Nguyen, 41; sister Thanh 
Ha Thi Truong, 33, and her 
daughter, Valentina Nguyen. 


Neufeld said it’s not clear 
if all of them were killed at 
the same time or if some were 
shot as they showed up at the 
home over the course of the 
morning. He said the two chil¬ 
dren Lam delivered to other 
relatives — his and Truong’s 
one-year-old daughter and her 
sister’s eight-month-old boy — 
were likely in the house dur¬ 
ing the carnage. 

“And yes, for whatever 
reason, the two children were 
spared.”

New approach 


Port Alberta plan 
being revived 

A defunct plan to make 
Edmonton more of a trans¬ 
portation hub could take 
flight again with some new 
funding from the city. 

Port Alberta — an idea 
to better integrate the 
city’s transportation net¬ 
works that was abandoned 
after money ran out — is 
being restarted through 
the Edmonton Economic 
Development Corporation 
and the Edmonton Inter¬ 
national Airport Authority. 

EEDC head Brad 
Ferguson said the former 
organization is gone, but 
that doesn’t mean the idea 
should be abandoned. 

“That organization is 
now defunct. They basic¬ 
ally ran out of money 
and nobody funded them 
again,” he said. 

Ferguson said Edmon¬ 
ton has the resources and 
they should be put to good 
use. 

“We’re a logistics and 
transportation hub for 
eveiyone east, west, north 
and south and it creates a 
huge opportunity for us to 
solidify our position,” he 
said. 

Council approved 
$200,000 in funding for a 
new approach this year. 
Ferguson said they hope to 
have a more focused initia¬ 
tive around the airport and 
other cargo facilities. 

He said that might 
expand to looking at other 
areas in the future, but 
they want to keep the 
focus small. 

“If we don’t knock over 
the first pin in the bowling 
alley all ten aren’t going to 
fall over,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
said the previous Port 
Alberta was working on too 
many different parts and 
he is glad they’re keeping 
it focused this time.

Construction closing 
104 Ave on weeknights

Getting around downtown 
after sunset is going to get 
a whole lot more difficult 
with 104 Avenue set to close 
virtually every weelcnight. 

The city announced 
last week that the major 
thoroughfare would close 
between 7 p.m. and 6 a.m. 
to allow for the construc¬ 
tion of the Winter Gar¬ 


den in the new downtown 
arena. 

When the arena opens, 
the Winter Garden will ex¬ 
tend over 104 Avenue, al¬ 
lowing fans to walk over 
the busy route and into the 
new building. 

City spokeswoman Jodi 
Tauber said the overnight 
closures will happen virtu¬ 
ally every night from Mon¬ 
day to Friday, but the city 
has insisted the closures 
take place at night. 

“It’s for minimal disrup¬ 
tion for traffic to be sure,” 
she said. 

Tauber said the way the 
construction is being man¬ 
aged, the city is confident 
there will be no need to ex¬ 


tend the closure past 6 a.m. 

“The way PCL is manag¬ 
ing that is that the closure 
time is actually longer than 
their shift,” she said. “They 
should be done with plenty 
of time to remove the road 
barriers.” 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
it’s good to see the arena 
moving ahead as planned. 

“The project is on time 
and on budget and that is 
how it should remain and 
we have not got any indica¬ 
tion otherwise,” he said. 

Sohi said he has every 
confidence the construction 
crews will be able to man¬ 
age the closure and keep 
the road open during busy 
commuter times. 


How long will it last? 


The closure is expected to 
take place every weekday 
until June or July, depending 
on construction progress. 


• Tauber said there could 
be the odd night when 
the closure isn’t neces¬ 
sary, but most nights the 
road will be closed. 


• The road will be closed 
between 101 Street and 
103 Street and the city 
is recommending 102 
Avenue or 107 Avenue as 
detours.

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Crime. Imam urges action 
to stop Somali deaths 


A Calgaiy imam says he 
wants to see more done to 
stop young Somali-Canadians 
from being killed following 
the deaths two young men in 
that city during the first days 
of 2015. 

Abdi Hersi says the most 
recent victim, who was 
found dead in an alley on Jan. 
2, came from a good family 
with close relations to his 
mosque. 

He says the death is tragic, 
and it has left the family so 
fearful they are afraid to hold 
the funeral or visitation in 
their home because it is close 
to the crime scene. 

Police have not yet identi¬ 
fied the man and are still in¬ 
vestigating the case, as well 
as a New Year’s party shoot¬ 
ing that killed Abdullahi 
Ahmed, 26, and injured six 
other people. 

Investigators say a number 
of people at the party identi¬ 
fied themselves as members 
of the Somali community. 

Hersy says close to 40 So¬ 


mali young people have died 
violently in Alberta since 
2007 and he wants to see 
more co-operation between 
the community and officials 
to reduce the number of 
youth getting involved with 
the wrong crowd. 

Police have said they don’t 
believe the two latest inci¬ 
dents are linked, but they 
don’t believe either were ran¬ 
dom attacks. 

Investigators said Friday 
they were facing challenges 
getting eyewitness informa¬ 
tion about the shooting at the 
party, despite the fact that 
there were 50 to 60 people 
there at the time. 

Police said they were 
reaching out to local leaders 
with the Somali community 
to encourage anyone with in¬ 
formation about the shooting 
to come forward. 

They said they were still 
working to establish a motive 
for the shooting, as well as a 
suspect description.

ASIRT. Witnesses sought 
in fatal RCMP shooting 


Members of the province’s 
law enforcement oversight 
agency have kicked off an 
investigation after a 19-year- 
old man was shot by RCMP in 
Grande Prairie. 

According to the Alberta 
Serious Incident Response 
Team (ASIRT), investigators 
are asking for anyone who 
might have witnessed the 
events leading up to a Jan. 2 
shooting to come forward. 

The incident in question 
began when Grande Prairie 
RCMP responded to a report 
of an armed robbeiy at a 
convenience store in Patter¬ 
son Mall. At the scene, police 


came in contact with the 
19-year-old suspect, who was 
shot and wounded. 

While the man was taken 
to hospital, he died from his 
injuries. 

Investigators are hoping 
to speak with the occupants 
of an SUV that pulled into the 
mail’s parking lot at approxi¬ 
mately 1:15 a.m. According to 
a release, ASIRT believes the 
occupants might have wit¬ 
nessed something related to 
the shooting.

One Edmonton volunteer 
boarded a plane Sunday, 
heading to West Africa to 
dole out a different type of 
first aid. 

Red Cross volunteer Laura 
Keegan was deployed on 
her first mission with the 
organization’s emergency 
response unit to Kenema, 
Sierra Leone, to offer psycho¬ 
logical first aid to people af¬ 
fected by Ebola. 

With a background in 
counselling, Keegan said her 
job will be to give perspec¬ 
tive and instill a sense of 
hope to Ebola victims and 
their families. 

“(It’s) the idea of offer¬ 
ing people kindness and 
understanding and try and 
let them know they’re not 
alone, that we haven’t for¬ 
gotten about them,” Keegan 
said about her role in Sierra 
Leone. 

As a psychosocial dele¬ 
gate, Keegan said she will 
offer physiological support 
to people affected by Ebola,

along with offering educa¬ 
tion on the disease and clari¬ 
fying misconceptions. 

“It’s also supporting 
people in their time of need,” 
she said, noting there’s often 
a stigma attached to people 
who’ve survived the disease. 

Preparing for the deploy¬ 
ment included a lot of review 
of current practices, said 
Keegan, who works for HIV 
Edmonton. 

“I will be taking with me 
a lot of tools that I’ve used in 
the 11 years of working with 
HIV as an epidemic,” she said. 

Even though Ebola and 
HIV are very different, Kee¬ 
gan said the social structure 
and the stigma attached to 
both diseases are similar. 

The one-month deploy¬ 
ment in Sierra Leone will be 
followed with a 21-day period 
where Keegan will return to 
Edmonton and monitor her 
health to ensure she hasn’t 
been infected. 

“It’s like a two-month mis¬ 
sion,” she said. 

“One of the past delegates 
worded it quite well and it 



made it feel less isolating.” 

Before arriving in Sierra 
Leone on Jan. 11, Keegan will 
undergo training in Ottawa 


and Madrid, where she’ll 
learn about personal protect¬ 
ive equipment and the virus 
itself. 


Despite the potential 
risks, Keegan said she’s feels 
like the deployment is the 
right thing to do. 


“To be able to play a part 
in stopping it, is just as mean¬ 
ingful to me as I will be to 
(those affected),” she said.

Comedian is scheduled 
to perform in Kitchener,

Maureen Dragasevich still has 
fond memories of gathering 
with her family to listen to Bill 
Cosby’s jokes as a kid. When 
she heard the comedian would 
be performing in Ontario, she 
and her siblings bought tickets 
to a show as a birthday present 
for their father, all in an at¬ 
tempt to relive what was once 
a family tradition. 

But after a flood of sexual 
abuse allegations against Cosby 
in recent weeks, Dragasevich 
and her family have decided 
not to attend the performance, 
joining a growing number who 
are speaking out against his 
three scheduled appearances in 
Canada. 

“Given the fact that he’s 
played Mr. Jell-0 Pudding and 
Dr. Huxtable, I think we kind of

SPCA seeking 
information on 
trash bag with 
frozen dogs 

The Prince Albert SPCA in 
northern Saskatchewan is 
asking for the public’s help 
after a garbage bag con¬ 
taining the partially frozen 
bodies of two dead dogs was 
discovered at the side of a 
road. 


SPCA adoption co-ordin¬ 
ator Meagan Boucher says a 
woman spotted the bag in the 
ditch on Saturday and saw 
feet sticking out of it. 

SPCA staff scanned the 
dogs for microchips, but 
couldn’t find anything. 

The dogs were not wear¬ 
ing collars. 

Boucher says the dogs ap¬ 
peared to be young, possibly 
a year old or younger. 

She says it’s conceivable 
the dogs were accidentally 
killed by a driver, but says it’s 


awful someone would dump 
them rather than give them 
a proper burial or tiy to find 
the owners. 

“Just to dump them on the 
side of the road like trash is 
disgusting,” Boucher said. 

SPCA staff looked through 
lost dog reports, checking as 
far back as March, but didn’t 
find any descriptions match¬ 
ing the two dogs. 

They are encouraging the 
public to contact them with 
any information about the 
dogs. Boucher said informa¬ 


tion that is provided will be 
kept confidential. 

One of the dogs, a male, 
was brown and black and had 
a curly coat. 

The other, a female, was 
likely a Labrador-Collie mix, 
with a mostly blaclc-and- 
brown coat and some white 
fur on her chest. 

“Any... extra information 
that we do get will help us 
find out what happened to 
them, and who did this and 
why,” Boucher said.

Talk about an expensive birth¬ 
day party invitation: Recently- 
released federal spending 
figures show advertising promo¬ 
ting Canada’s 150th birthday — 
two years from now — has cost 
nearly $12 million so far. 

That’s $5 million more than 
the government had said last 
fall it was spending on Canada 
150 advertising, because it’s 
now including other programs 
as part of the party. 

An estimated $6.5 million 
is being spent producing and 
running ads about the Char¬ 
lottetown and Quebec confer¬ 
ences currently running on 
social media and mainstream 
media channels clearly 
tagged as being connected to 
the anniversaiy. 

But the Conservatives are 
also bundling their campaign, 
marking the bicentennial of 
the War of 1812 under the 
Canada 150 banner, adding the 


$5.2 million already spent on 
that to the cost of advertising 
upcoming national birthday 
celebrations. 

The War of 1812 ad cam¬ 
paign was the first of a series 
along the road to 2017, said 
Marisa Monnin, a spokes¬ 
woman for Heritage Minister 
Shelley Glover. 

“Through these advertising 
campaigns, the government 
of Canada will encourage Can¬ 
adians to learn more about 
their histoiy, commemorate 
events, celebrate accomplish¬ 
ments and honour people that 
helped shape what Canada is 
today,” she said in an email. 

Liberal heritage critic Ste- 
phane Dion said the ad buy 
seems like a case of the govern¬ 
ment seeking to burnish its im¬ 
age. While they’re running ads, 
they’ve yet to unveil any actual 
events to mark the milestone, 
he said. 

Monnin says the plans are in 
the works, but didn’t disclose 
details. 

The Conservatives have long 
been attacked for using govern¬ 
ment ads in a partisan manner; 
one sore spot was the $2.5 mil¬ 
lion spent advertising an ap¬ 
prenticeship program before 
the program was even official. 
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Search for 3 
missing men 
is called off 


No sign. After six 
days, New Zealand 
police halt search for 
men who disappeared 
trying to reach 
mountain summit 


Authorities on Sunday aban¬ 
doned their search for one 
Australian and two German 
climbers who disappeared on 
New Zealand’s tallest moun¬ 
tain six days earlier. 

Aerial searches turned up 
no sign of the men. 

Police Senior Constable 
Brent Swanson said the fam¬ 
ilies of the men are upset the 
search has stopped, but are 
aware of why the decision was 
made. 

Swanson said the men 
were last seen at 4 a.m. Mon¬ 
day by a returning guide 
as they attempted to reach 
the summit of Mount Cook, 
which is also known by its in¬ 


digenous Maori name, Aoraki. 

He said the men were 
roped together when they set 
off from a hut for their climb 
at about 1:30 a.m. They were 
due back at a hut that evening 
but never showed up. 

Swanson said he believes 
Johann Viellehner, 58, from 
Germany, and his son Raphael 
Viellehner, 27, had teamed up 
for the climb with Michael 
Bishop, 53, a Sydney doctor. 

He said the weather on 
Monday was clear and well- 
suited for climbing but there 
are plenty of hazards on the 
mountain, including ava¬ 
lanches, rock falls and cre¬ 
vasses. 

He said the men seemed 
to be well-equipped although 
didn’t appear to be canying 
emergency locator beacons. 
He said cellphone reception 
is poor on much of the moun¬ 
tain. 

Police said they would re¬ 
evaluate their search plans if 
they got any new information 
or sightings, the associated press

France to probe refusal of Roma infant’s burial 


The French official charged 
with ensuring rights said on 
Sunday he will investigate the 
alleged refusal of a mayor to al¬ 
low an infant Roma to be bur¬ 
ied in his community—despite 
the mayor’s denial. 

Jacques Toubon, the state’s 
defender of rights, said on Eur¬ 
ope 1 radio that as of Monday 
he would seek information 
from all parties. 

The infant girl, reportedly 
bom in October, is to be bur¬ 
ied Monday morning in Wis- 


sous, neighbouring the town 
of Champlan, just south of 
Paris, where her parents live in 
a camp with other Roma, also 
known as Gypsies. The baby 
died a day after Christmas of 
sudden infant death syndrome 
after being mshed to a hospital. 

Champlan Mayor Christian 
Leclerc denied earlier Sunday 
that he ever refused a burial 
site for the child in the local 
cemeteiy. 

“I would like this masquer¬ 
ade ... to stop immediately,” Le¬ 


clerc said on BFM-TV. 

Reports of his refusal to give 
the infant a resting place have 
caused outrage. The presence 
of some 20,000 Roma in France, 
most living in makeshift camps 
in deplorable conditions, is a 
sensitive topic in France and a 
hot political issue. Roma, from 
eastern Europe, are European 
citizens. 

Prime Minister Manuel Vails 
said on Twitter that a refusal to 
buiy the infant is “an injury to 
what France is.” 


Leclerc was quoted Wednes¬ 
day in the daily Le Parisien as 
saying priority for the few avail¬ 
able grave sites goes to those 
paying taxes. He now says there 
was confusion among town em¬ 
ployees about his instructions 
before he went on vacation, 
“an error of understanding in 
the chain of decisions.” He said 
on the iTele TV station that “my 
thoughts are with the family.”

Buckingham Palace 
defends Prince Andrew 


Buckingham Palace on Sunday 
stepped up efforts to defend 
Prince Andrew after the British 
royal was embroiled in claims 
of sexual impropriety with an 
underage woman. 

In a second statement 
since the claims surfaced, of¬ 
ficials “emphatically denied” 
allegations by an unidenti¬ 
fied woman who said she was 
forced to have sex with the 
royal when she was under the 
age of 18. 

The woman named 54-year- 
old Prince Andrew, known as 
the Duke of York, in papers 
filed with a Florida court last 
week. The fifing was submit¬ 
ted as part of a lengthy lawsuit 
against American financier Jef¬ 
frey Epstein, who the woman 
claims forced her to have sex 
with prominent people, includ¬ 
ing Prince Andrew. The woman 



was only identified as “Jane 
Doe Number 3” in the papers. 

Royal officials on Friday de¬ 
nied “any suggestion of impro¬ 
priety with underage minors” 
by Andrew, and strengthened 
that stance Sunday after two 
tabloid newspapers published 
details of interviews with the 
alleged victim.

Bad weather. Divers wait 
to search for wreckage 


Around 100 family members 
of AirAsia Flight 8501 crash vic¬ 
tims sought strength Sunday, 
one week after the disaster, 
while bad weather again pre¬ 
vented searchers from reach¬ 
ing a large object on the ocean 
floor that is believed to be the 
fuselage. 

Emotionally exhausted 
relatives sang and cried at a 
tiny chapel in Surabaya, the 
city where the plane departed 
from last Sunday with 162 crew 
members and passengers. 

The Rev. Philip Mantofa, 
who heads the congregation 
at the city’s Mawar Sharon 
Church — where more than 
a quarter of the crash victims 
were members — urged those 
gathered to find comfort in 
their faith while embracing the 


reality that no one survived the 
disaster. 

“ft God has called your 
child, allow me to say this: Your 
child is not to be pitied,” Man¬ 
tofa told one Indonesian man 
seated in the front row. “Your 
child is already in God’s arms. 
One day, your family will be re¬ 
united in heaven.” 

It is not clear what caused 
the Singapore-bound plane to 
crash into the Java Sea 42 min¬ 
utes after taking off on what 
was supposed to be a two-hour 
flight. 

Minutes before losing con¬ 
tact, the pilot told air traffic 
control that he was approach¬ 
ing threatening clouds, but was 
denied permission to climb to a 
higher altitude because of heavy 
air traffic, the associated press

7-year-old survivor could 
help find cause of crash 


‘One remarkable 
young lady.’ Sailor 
Gutzler treated at 
Kentucky hospital and 
released to relative 


Sailor Gutzler, a seven-year- 
old girl who survived a plane 
crash in western Kentucky, 
walked a mile through the 
cold, dark woods to safety and 
then helped authorities locate 
the wreckage and remains of 
her family, may not be done 
helping investigators. 

National Transportation 
Safety Board investigator He¬ 
idi Moats said Sunday that Sail¬ 
or is “one remarkable young 
lady,” and she might able to 
assist them with determining 


what brought the plane down. 
It is rare for someone to sur¬ 
vive a small plane crash and 
Moats said they want to talk to 
Sailor about it. 

It’s not clear when inves¬ 
tigators might talk to Sailor, 
who despite being bloodied 
and suffering a broken wrist, 
pulled herself from the wreck¬ 
age and walked to the nearest 
home. 

She was dressed for Florida, 
where her family had been vis¬ 
iting, and was wearing shorts, 
a short-sleeve shirt and only 
one sock when she found a 
home about a mile from the 
crash site. Authorities said she 
walked through thick woods 
and briar patches in near¬ 
freezing temperatures. 

“She absolutely went to the 
nearest house that she could 


have,” Kentucky State Police 
Lt. Brent White said. “But it 
was still a considerable feat for 
her to do that.” 

The remains of the Piper 
PA-34 plane were moved Sun¬ 
day to a location so officials 
with the NTSB can inspect it. 
They haven’t discussed any 
possibilities of what brought 
the plane down or how Sailor 
survived the crash. 

The agency will issue a pre- 
fiminaiy report in about 10 
days, Moats said at a news con¬ 
ference in Eddyville, Ky. 

Sailor was treated at a hos¬ 
pital and released to a relative 
Saturday. 

Sailor walked to the home 
of 71-year-old Lany Wilkins, 
who answered her knock at 
the door and called police. 
Wilkins said the girl was ciy- 


ing and covered in blood. 

“She told me that her mom 
and dad were dead, and she 
had been in a plane crash, and 
the plane was upside down,” 
Wilkins said. 

Sailor was alert and able 
to point emergency workers 
looking for the plane in the 
right direction, Lyon County 
Judge executive Wade White, 
who arrived at the crash site. 

The Friday night crash 
killed Sailor’s parents, Marty 
Gutzler, 48; and his wife, 
Kimberly Gutzler, 46; Sailor’s 
sister, Piper Gutzler, 9; and a 
cousin, Sierra Wilder, 14. All 
were from Nashville, Illinois. 

White said the father’s 
body was “the last one they 
pulled out because of how 
deep he was buried.”

Eight crew missing as cargo 
ship capsizes off Scotland 


British rescue teams 
searched Sunday for eight 
missing crew members 
from a cargo ship that cap¬ 
sized north of Scotland. 

Searchers on two heli¬ 
copters and four lifeboats 
were looking for survivors 
from the bulk carrier Cem- 
fjord, which was carrying 
cement from Aalborg, Den¬ 
mark, to Runcorn on Eng¬ 
land’s west coast. 

A passing ferry in the 
Pentland Firth off Scotland 


spotted the upturned hull 
of the Cyprus-flagged ship 
Saturday. 

The hull sunk below 
the water Sunday and the 
83-metre vessel was no 
longer visible, the Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency said 
Sunday. 

Tony Redding, a spokes¬ 
man for the German ship¬ 
ping company that oper¬ 
ated the vessel, said there 
had been no distress signal 
from the ship, and that the 


last communication with 
the vessel was routine. 

The company said seven 
of the crew were Polish and 
one was a Filipino. 

Another cargo ship — a 
car carrier — ran aground 
in the Solent between 
Southampton and the Isle 
of Wight Saturday. 

Officials said 25 crew 
members were rescued, but 
the ship remained ground¬ 
ed Sunday, listing at 45 de¬ 
grees.

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Pope scours world 
for new cardinals 


Fifteen named. New 

‘princes of the church’ 
hail from unconventional 
areas seeing big growth 


Pope Francis named 15 new 
cardinals Sunday, selecting 
them from 14 nations, includ¬ 
ing far-flung comers of the 
world such as Tonga, New Zea¬ 
land, Cape Verde and Myan¬ 
mar to reflect the diversity of 
the church and its growth in 
places such as Asia and Africa. 

Other cardinals hail from 
Ethiopia, Thailand and Viet¬ 
nam. None came from the 
United States, and only three 
European nations received 
new cardinals. 

Francis told the faithful 
in St. Peter’s Square that the 
new batch of cardinals “shows 
the inseparable tie with the 
church of Rome to churches 
in the world.” 

With his picks, the Argen¬ 



tine-bom Francis made it ever- 
clearer that he is laying out a 
new vision of the church’s 
identity, including its hier¬ 
archy. He looked beyond trad¬ 
itional metropolitan areas for 
the “princes of the church” 
who will help advise him and 
eventually elect his successor. 

He has said repeatedly that 


the church must reach out to 
those on the margins. 

The Vatican’s chief spokes¬ 
man, the Rev. Federico Lom¬ 
bardi, said the selection “con¬ 
firms that the pope doesn’t 
feel tied to the traditional ‘car¬ 
dinal sees,’ which reflected 
historic reasons in various 
countries.” 

The pontiff ignored an¬ 
other tradition: limiting to 
120 the number of cardinals 
under 80 and eligible to vote 
for his successor. 

Counting the new cardin¬ 
als, 125 cardinals will be eli¬ 
gible to vote, although Lom¬ 
bardi noted “he kept very 
close to it (120), so it was sub¬ 
stantially respected.” 

Francis also made another 
surprise announcement. He 
said that on Feb. 12 and 13, he 
will lead a meeting of all car¬ 
dinals to “reflect on the orien¬ 
tations and proposals for the 
reform of the Roman Curia,” 
the Vatican’s administrative 
bureaucracy, the associated press

Palestinian bid to 
join ICC vexes Israel 

Israeli leaders on Sunday 
threatened to take tougher 
action against the Palestin¬ 
ians over their decision to 


join the International Crim¬ 
inal Court. 

The Palestinians have said 
they plan to use their new 
membership to press war 
crimes cases against Israel. 

“The Palestinian Author¬ 
ity has chosen confrontation 
with Israel, and we will not 


sit idly by,” Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu told his 
cabinet. 

In an initial response 
over the weekend, Israel 
said it had frozen more than 
$100 million in tax funds col¬ 
lected for the Palestinians.

Lawyers condemn televised 
raid on Egyptian bathhouse 


Defence lawyers for 26 men — 
arrested in a televised police 
raid targeting gays at an Egyp¬ 
tian bathhouse — criticized 
the prosecution’s case Sunday, 
saying it is based on a faulty 
investigation and only one of¬ 
ficer’s testimony. 

While consensual gay 
and lesbian relationships are 
not specifically outlawed in 
Egypt, there is a societal taboo 
against same-sex couples. 

A private TV station’s crew 
filmed the men’s arrest, say¬ 
ing it tipped off police to a 
bathhouse hosting “men sex 


orgies.” The televised raid out¬ 
raged activists. 

One lawyer representing 
14 of the men, Islam Khalifa, 
told the court Sunday that the 
defendants suffered “psycho¬ 
logical duress” from the pub¬ 
licized arrests, which defamed 
and endangered both them 
and their families. He said 
having the TV crew there vio¬ 
lated the men’s right to pri¬ 
vacy and Egypt’s constitution. 

Of the 26 men, 21 have 
undergone medical examina¬ 
tions to see if they engaged in 
anal sex. The men face char¬ 


ges including debaucheiy and 
performing indecent public 
acts. Such vague terms can 
apply to prostitution or even 
public display of affection. 

Their trial began Dec. 21. 
Family members were not al¬ 
lowed in Sunday, apparently 
to avoid outbursts. Family 
members largely refused to 
speak to journalists, accusing 
them of trying to slander their 
relatives. 

“We are innocent! We were 
scandalized! No one in our 
family is gay!” one screamed.

Aerial strikes target insurgent 
havens near border in Pakistan 


Pakistani airstrilces killed 31 
militants, and a suspected U.S. 
drone strike killed another sev¬ 
en, officials said Sunday, as lo¬ 
cal troops pressed an offensive 
in the country’s tribal regions 
along the Afghan border that 
have been longtime havens for 
insurgents. 

The airstrilces late Satur¬ 
day in the Tirrah valley of the 
Khyber region destroyed four 
militant hideouts and a sui¬ 


cide-bomber training centre, 
said an army statement. The 
militaiy said several would- 
be bombers were among the 
dead. 

The militaiy says the oper¬ 
ation in Khyber is aimed at mil¬ 
itants who have fled a massive 
offensive in North Waziristan 
that was launched in June. 

Last month’s school mas¬ 
sacre in Peshawar — which 
killed 150 people, mostly chil¬ 


dren — is believed to have 
been launched from Khyber. 
The attack prompted both Af¬ 
ghanistan and Pakistan to vow 
tougher action along their por¬ 
ous border. 

Two Pakistani intelligence 
officials said U.S. drone-fired 
missiles struck a compound in 
the Datta Khel area of North 
Waziristan on Sunday, killing 
seven militants and wounding

More 
than eight million 
vehicles affected in 
2014 for issues ranging 
from ignition switch 
woes to unsafe airbags 


Canadian auto recalls hit 
an all-time high last year, 
with more than eight mil¬ 
lion vehicles affected as sev¬ 
eral high-profile problems 
with faulty airbags and igni¬ 
tion switches brought safety 
issues to the forefront. 

Automakers issued nearly 
600 recall notices on Can¬ 
adian vehicles in 2014, ac¬ 
cording to data from Trans¬ 
port Canada. 

The previous record for 
the highest number was set 
in 2010, when automakers 
issued 468 recall notices af¬ 
fecting 1.5 million products, 
including vehicles, car seats 
and tires. But the total num¬ 
ber of vehicles affected was 
higher in 2013, when manu¬ 
facturers recalled two million 
products, despite the total 
recall notices being lower at 
466, according to a Canadian 
Press analysis. 

Industry observers say 


automakers are issuing re¬ 
calls en masse in an attempt 
to prevent future problems, 
after defective ignition 
switches led to numerous 
crashes, at least 58 injuries 
and 42 deaths. GM recalled 
2.6 million vehicles world¬ 
wide due to the problem, 
including roughly 368,000 in 
Canada, but faced criticism 
for waiting 11 years to do so. 
The company is now facing 
several lawsuits. 

“GM was in a pickle and 
nobody else wanted to be the 
new GM,” said George Iny, 
president of the Automobile 
Protection Association. 

“So they started to do 
some housecleaning. And 
people with skeletons in the 
closet and bodies in the base¬ 
ment have been pulling them 
out.” 

Among last year’s high- 
profile recalls were 700,000 
Honda Canada vehicles, over 
potentially exploding airbags 
produced by Japanese parts 
maker Talcata Corp. 

At least five people have 
died in accidents involving 
the airbags, which can ex¬ 
plode with too much force. 
Four of the people who died 
were in the United States and 
one was in Malaysia.

Non-competition agreements 
are better known in contracts 
for senior executives who have 
business secrets of interest to 
competitors. However, court 
records show the restrictions 
have also snared maids in Chi¬ 
cago, a nail stylist in Texas, 
cable TV installers in Michigan 
and agricultural workers in 
Washington. 

The agreements for low- 
wage workers might trap them 
in their current jobs, allowing 
their employers to pay them 
lower salaries, experts said. 


Employers might seek non¬ 
competition agreements be¬ 
cause they fear losing money 
training a worker who quits or 
who brings business secrets to 
a rival. 

“You certainly wouldn’t 
want anyone to know in the 
competitive landscape what’s 
around the comer,” Home 
Depot spokesman Stephen 
Holmes said. The retailer signs 
non-competes with senior exec¬ 
utives. 

Researchers say there’s evi¬ 
dence non-competes limit pay 


for executives, and the same 
trend could hold for the rank- 
and-file. 

“The idea that they’re only 
for high-skilled workers is only 
wishful thinking,” said Evan 
Starr, a labour economist at 
the University of Illinois. He’s 
started analyzing results from 
a survey asking more than 
11,500 people across the work¬ 
force about noncompetition 
agreements.

U.S. rebound will lead to a strong 2015 


On the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change, the mood improved 
early as the TSX rebounded 
to a triple-digit gain on Fri¬ 
day after closing out 2014 
with a small decline on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The TSX ended 2014 in 
positive territory, up seven 
per cent overall, although 
down from its highs of the 
year and an almost 10 per 
cent advance in 2013. 

On Friday, the S&P/TSX 
composite index finished 
the first trading day of the 


year up 121.21 points at 
14,753.65. 

Vaillancourt said that a 
lot of what will be driving 
equity markets in 2015 is an 
anticipated strong perform¬ 
ance from the U.S. economy, 
which seems on track with 
its recovery. 

This will likely lead to a 
similarly positive showing 
in the Canadian economy 
and may be enough to offset 
the plunge in crude prices, 
should it continue. 

“The U.S. economy is go¬ 


ing to continue its strong 
leadership and our view is 
that Canada will benefit on 
the export side ... manufac¬ 
turing and so on,” he said. 

Markets advanced last 
year even as the U.S. Fed¬ 
eral Reserve wrapped up its 
massive program of buying 
bonds — a program that has 
helped keep interest rates 
low and been a huge aid in 
the recovery of stock mar¬ 
kets since the 2008 financial 
collapse.

The downtown arena and the Royal Al¬ 
berta Museum will be well on their way to 
completion. We’ll have to wait for at least an¬ 
other year to see if they transform the down¬ 
town as desired or if there are unexpected 
consequences we will have to deal with. Only 
time will tell. 

A lot is riding on the ability of the arena 
and other developments in the downtown to 
produce the increased tax revenues the city is 
banking on.

ers in budget 2016. However, it seems as if 
most Edmontonians are content with paying 
hefty annual increases, and that seems un¬ 
likely to change in the new year.

One can only hope that the signal issues 
with the NAIT LRT line will have actually 
been resolved. That being the case, I have to 
wonder if we will have seen horrific traffic 
problems on Kingsway as a result. Given how 
the LRT has affected traffic in other areas of 
the city, that’s the way I would bet. I will be 
quite happy to be proven wrong. 

The development of the old Municipal Air¬ 
port lands should be underway by the end of 
2015. The interesting and innovative design 
we were originally shown has already been

scaled back. Will we see more of that in the 
coming year? I think that will depend on how 
changes in the provincial economy affect the 
city. 


Will Edmonton continue to see the 
growth rate it has experienced during the 
last couple of years? Again, I think that will 
very much depend on the price of oil and how 
it affects the provincial economy. I suspect 
we’re likely to see a slowdown. 

Too many small businesses in this city de¬ 
pend on the oil patch for us not to be affected. 
Layoffs in the energy industry have already 
started. How pronounced they will actually 
be remains to be seen. A friend of mine is 
sure we will begin to see used pickup trucks 
for sale at bargain prices as the well-paying 
jobs on which their purchase was based 
begin to disappear. 

In spite of the challenges we are likely to 
face, I hope the coming year is full of positive 
news for Edmonton. I suspect you do, too.

Assessment results 
released Monday 

Edmonton taxpayers will get more 
insight into their 2014 tax bills on 
Monday morning. 

The city is announcing its 2015 
tax assessment results at 10 a.m. The 
number will be used alongside the 
city’s budget to decide what each 
homeowner will pay. 

During budget discussions, city 
councillors set next year’s increase 
at 5.7 per cent, which on the average 
home would lead to a $119 annual 
hike in property taxes. 

The average home is valued at 
$374,500 in Edmonton, but the assess¬ 
ment results will show how far each 
neighbourhood is from that average. 

Neighbourhoods where property 
values are higher than that average 
will pay more than the $119 increase. 

The city is currently mailing as¬ 
sessment notices to residential and 
non-residential property owners, with 
the final bill due later this year.

Kitties cash in. Felines' 
new-found Internet 
fame is helping 
shelters place more of 
their unwanted cats 


Cats these days aren’t associ¬ 
ated with deities the way they 
were in ancient Egypt, but the 
Internet has gotten them a lit¬ 
tle closer. 

We adore Nora the piano¬ 
playing cat. We chuckle as a 
comical feline named Maru 
leaps into cardboard boxes. 

We revel in Grumpy Cat’s 
permanently sour expression. 
And with millions watching 
videos of other kitties getting 
tongue baths from horses and 
playing peekaboo with their 
owners, cats have become on¬ 
line stars. 

For feline fans, it’s a sea 
change. In the affections of 
North Americans, cats often 
get short shrift compared with 
dogs. Some see cats as aloof, 
poor companions and indiffer¬ 
ent to attention that dogs enjoy. 

But with cats’ celebrity 


expanding, experts say cyber¬ 
space is aiding their plight. 

“Social media has put pets 
front and centre,” says Christie 
Keith, social media consultant 
for Maddie’s Fund, a California- 
based foundation that works to 
save pets’ lives. Social media, 
she says, “is revolutionizing 
how we help animals.” 

The Internet has created 
a vast audience of potential 
adopters. To save pets’ lives, 
animal welfare organizations 
are reaching out to an audience 
addicted to cat videos. Shelters 


use social media to promote 
eveiything from adoption cam¬ 
paigns to free vaccinations, 
spaying and neutering. 

Although there are no com¬ 
prehensive nationwide statis¬ 
tics, recent studies of targeted 
communities and available 
data indicate increases in ani¬ 
mal shelters releasing cats to 
owners or rescue agencies that 
guarantee adoption. 

In one of the studies, con¬ 
ducted by the American Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, shelters and res¬ 


cue organizations in six areas 
from Florida to Washington 
state supplied data from 2007 
to 2011. 

Overall, the rates for dogs 
and cats released to people or 
agencies rose from 41 per cent 
to 65 per cent. Cats showed a 
whopping 111 per cent boost. 

It’s difficult to pinpoint how 
much of this good news stems 
from the Internet, but many 
online campaigns have seen 
successes. 

A year ago, just before 
Christmas, the Dumb Friends 


League in Denver posted a 
photo and stoiy on Faceboolc of 
an 11-year-old cat that had been 
in its shelter for nearly eight 
months. Older cats like Ripley 
are often overlooked by poten¬ 
tial adopters. 

For her online appearance, 
Ripley donned a tiny Santa suit. 
The posting got hundreds of 
shares and “likes” and netted 
her a new home, said Megan 
Rees, spokeswoman for the or¬ 
ganization. 

The organization has in¬ 
creased its adoption rate of 
adult cats by 13 per cent over 
the past year, with help from its 
website, Faceboolc and Twitter. 

As viewers keep returning 
to videos of Nora pawing the 
ivories and Maru running and 
sliding into cardboard boxes, 
they are strengthening their 
bond with the feline species. 

“There’s something quite 
fascinating and fun about cat 
videos,” says Dr. Emily Weiss, 
senior director of research and 
development for the ASPCA. 
“What’s more compelling than 
some random compilation of 
cats doing stuff like knocking 
things over?”

Last year came and went faster 
than Usain Bolt. Whew! While a 
lot of people wrote and tweeted 
me to say they’re finally taking 
control of their money, I also 
expect some lived like there 
would be no tomorrow and are 
now looking at a hot, stinky 
pile of, urn, mess that they now 
have to clean up. 

If you just couldn’t figure 
out how to make your money 
work in 2014, consider this 
your opportunity for a new 
start. It’s time to take another 
kick at the can. 

I’m a great one for making 
mistakes. I used to think I had 
to be perfect. Then I had kids 
and realized I’d never be perfect 
again, so I decided I’d better get 
used to just being pretty great. 

I’m not afraid of making 
mistakes — or getting caught 
— anymore. Now I just say, “I’m 
sony,” and move on to the next 
step, having learned from my 
mistakes. 

Of course, learning from 
mistakes means first acknow¬ 
ledging what a big screw-up 
you’ve been. Have you found 
yourself running out of money 
between pays? Wondering why 
the debt just will not go away 
no matter how hard you try? 
Always seem to be in overdraft? 
Want things to be different this 
year? 

Take a snapshot of where 
you are right now so you have 
a benchmark for measuring 



how you’re doing throughout 
the year. Say hello to your net 
worth, which is a look at what 
you own minus what you owe 
to see how much you realio, 
trulio, have got. 

Fanatics do a net worth 
statement as often as eveiy 
month. But you should have a 
life, so doing a net worth up¬ 
date eveiy six months or so 
should suffice. 

There are several net 
worth calculators on the web. 
If you want to use the one at 
gailvazoxlade.com, look under 
Resources for the Net Worth 
Statement. 

Don’t try to skew the results 
in your favour. The point of the 
net worth statement is to give 
you a realistic picture of where 
you are now so you can meas¬ 
ure your progress. 


People routinely include 
their personal effects as an 
asset. Don’t. These aren’t veiy 
saleable and you’re just delud¬ 
ing yourself if you assign your 
things more value than you 
could ever realize from selling 
them. Ditto for collectibles un¬ 
less you’re in the biz. If you do 
believe you have something of 
value, have it appraised. Don’t 
just guess. 

One asset we like to push up 
the value on is our home. The 
house two blocks over just sold 
for $1.7 million? Jeez, that puts 
you in a pretty good place. 

But just remember, Ms. 
Happy-I-Own, unless you’re 
planning to sell that home and 
move somewhere cheaper, 
those assets are going to be 
tied up for a long time. Don’t 
get over-enthusiastic about real 


estate values, particularly in 
an up market. Feeling smug to 
the point of not building other 
assets, say for retirement, isn’t 
the point of the net worth state¬ 
ment. 

While the current value of 
your pension plan is an asset, 
it can be challenging putting 
a present-day value on that fu¬ 
ture income. So for your net 
worth statement, include the 
amount you could withdraw if 
you changed jobs. 

On the liabilities side of the 
equation, don’t forget to in¬ 
clude your overdraft (if you’re 
in it), buy-now-pay-later pur¬ 
chases on which you still owe 
money (even if it isn’t due yet), 
back taxes, money you’ve taken 
from your RRSP to buy a home 
or go to school, and (heaven for¬ 
bid) pay-advance loans. 


Don't forget the interest 


• If you really want to 
be realistic about what 
you owe, you will also 
include the interest costs 
associated with your 
liabilities. 


• If, for example, you have 
a car loan for $24,000 
over 72 months at five 
per cent interest, you 
should add that $3,800 
in interest to your 
liabilities. There are loan 
calculators on the Inter¬ 
net to help you do this. 


Having taken this snapshot, 
you’re going to use it as your 
guide for moving forward. As 
long as you’re paying down 
your debt and adding to your 
savings, your net worth will 
keep going in the right direc¬ 
tion. Tracking your net worth 
will also help you see how 
you’re progressing toward 
your goals. 

Trying to build up a down 
payment for a home? Want to 
take full advantage of the Can¬ 
ada Education Savings Grants 
for your kids? Setting a goal for 
what you want to accomplish 
will make it much more likely 
to happen. Using your net 
worth statement to track your 
progress keeps the goal front 
and centre in your decision¬ 
making.

Email, Internet 
remaintop 
workplace 
tools: study 

Americans see email 
and the Internet as the 
most important tools for 
productivity at work, and 
still prefer landlines over 
cellphones for the office, 
a study showed Tuesday. 

The Pew Research 
Center found 61 per cent 
of those surveyed cited 
email as “very import¬ 
ant” for their jobs and 54 
per cent said the same 
for the Internet. 

The figures were even 
higher for office-based 
workers. 

More than one in 
three surveyed said the 
landline phone was an 
important tool for work, 
compared with 24 per 
cent for a mobile or 
smartphone. 

And despite the rise of 
social networks like Face- 
book and Twitter, just 
four per cent in the sur¬ 
vey said these platforms 
were important for the 
workplace. 

“Email is to the 
digital age what stone- 
sharpening tools were 
in the prehistoric age,” 
said Lee Rainie, director 
of Internet, science, and 
technology research at 
the Pew Center. 

“Email has proven 
its worth on the job as 
the foundational ‘social 
media’ day by day even 
as rival technologies 
arise. 

“It was the killer app 
45 years ago for the early 
Arpanet and it continues 
to rule workplaces 
despite threats like 
spam and phishing and 
competitors like social 
networking and texting.” 

Contrary to concerns 
that technology is a 
distraction, the survey 
found 46 per cent said 
digital tools made 
them more productive, 
compared with seven 
per cent who said their 
productivity fell. 

Half of the respond¬ 
ents said technologies 
allowed them to expand 
the number of people 
with whom they com¬ 
municate, and 39 per 
cent said they had more 
flexibility at work due to 
digital tools. 

But one in three 
said the new landscape 
increased the time they 
spent working.

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Romo rallies 'Boys

In their first playoff game in 
five years, the Dallas Cow¬ 
boys needed a rally and some 
clutch plays. 

They got them in beating 
the Detroit Lions 24-20 Sun¬ 
day in an NFC wild-card game 
— along with a key reversal 
on a pass interference pen¬ 
alty. 

Tony Romo threw two 
touchdown passes to Ter¬ 
rance Williams, the second 
for eight yards and the win¬ 
ning points with 2:32 to go. 
That brought the Cowboys 
(13-4) back from a 14-point 
deficit. 

“You just have to stay in the 
moment and understand the 
game,” Romo said. “It doesn’t 
end after the first quarter, 
second quarter. There’s a long 
way to go and it wasn’t going 
well, but usually things dissi¬ 
pate a little bit; it’s not quite 
as crazy as it is early. You just 
have to keep calm. I’ve played 
enough games to understand 
that. Maybe I didn’t do that as 
well when I was younger.” 

Next is a trip to Green Bay, 
their first visit there in the 
post-season since the Ice Bowl 
loss to the Packers in 1967. 

The Lions (11-6) went 99 
yards for one of two first- 
quarter touchdowns. They 
had the ball and a three-point 
lead in the final period when 
officials reversed without an 
explanation a pass interfer¬ 
ence penalty against Cowboys 


linebacker Anthony Hitchens. 

That led to a fourth-and- 
one. 

Lions coach Jim Caldwell 
said he got an explanation, 
but didn’t like it. “Not good 
enough,” he said. 

Detroit punted but Sam 
Martin’s kick went only 10 
yards, and Dallas headed the 
other way. 

Romo took the Cowboys 
59 yards in 11 plays, including 
a 21-yard pass to Jason Witten 
on fourth-and-six.
